*NEW TRANSLATION,” 

Messrs. Evrrons,—Under the above caption, the 
Congregational Journal has made allusion to Dr. Co- 
nant and to a New Translation of the Bible. In that 
allusion, it is said; “ Of course it will be acconmodat- 
ed to Baptist ideas*on controverted points, and like 
all other sectarian versions will fall to the ground.” 
This language is noteworthy, coming, as it does, from 
a professed minister of the gospel, anda gentleman, 
who prides himself on logical and liberal views, But 
the language of the Journal will not be accepted as 
either logical orliberal. The argument, * of course,”) 
here employed, ts unknown to logicians, and is equal- 
ly undeserving a place among theologians. Nor is 
the view of the Journal distinguished for liberality. 
It does not allow that Dr. Conant could possibly be 
actuated by motives other than sectarian, in prepar- 
ing a new translation ofthe Bible. Besides, the idea 
of accommodating a translation of the Bible to sectari- 
an ideas, smacks of roguery, This would make the 
impressiongthat a Professor in a University, would 


undertake to make the Bible, in its utterances to the 


inass of people, speak sectarian dogmas. This certain- 
ly isagrave charge, and worthy of the consideration 
of learned men, Christian men, and all men. A man 
may go to the Bible to obtain views, and then go to 
the Bible to defend them. Bat to accommodate the 
Bible (or a translation of it) to sectarian views, im- 
plies that sectarian views exist prior to, and indepen- 
dent of, the Bible, and even in contrariety with it, so 
that the latter must be accommodated to the former, 
When the editer reviews his language, it is believed, 
that he will see that his allusion to Dr. Conant is un- 
generous and unchristian. Would he wish to be 
judged—or rather prejudged in the same manner ? 
Was it ever known, that a learned man of any note, 
ever undertook a work similar to that which is im- 
puted to Dr. C.? We have translations entirely ac- 
ceptable to Baptists, although they were made by Pe- 
dobaptiste. Dr. Campbell's Four Gospels are stand-

Campbell? If the latter has produced a translation 
acceptable to the Christian world, why may not the 
former? Prof. Stuart has made a translation of Dan- 
iel andthe Apocalypse. Is the translation unaccepta- 
ble? Noah Webster has made a translation of the 
Bible, and very many persons are grateful for the ‘pro- 
duction. 

Do we not discover something of a partizan spirit, 
rather than the ken of a prophet, in the Journal's say- 
ing :-—* Will fall tothe ground.” The feeling of a par- 
tizan is, that opposition to him and his party “ will fall 
to the ground.” 

Dr. Conant is not the representative of any party— 
as a translator, he represents bis own acquirements 
and character, as a student, a Christian and an hon- 
est man. Baptists would not ask him to do any thing 
at variance with truth. Nay, as a Christian, he is 
under moral obligation to translate truthfully—and 
make no attempts to accommodate the Bible to Bap- 
tist views. 

But the Journal has made the work of future trans- 
lation very difficult. “ No translation,” he says, “ will 
ever be accepted by the Christian world, or acquire 
influence or authority, which is made by an * individ- 
ual ora party.” Who, then, we may ask, may trans- 
late, with the hope of making a translation acceptable 
tothe Christian world ? Allow me to ask, who were 
the translators of the common English version? Were 
they not @ party, and under the control of party views, 
as translators? but the version has “ acquired infl u- 
ence” and “ authority,” and has not yet quite fallen 
to the ground. 

It is a matter of rejoicing to Baptists, that they 
have men in their ranks, that can read the Bible for 
themselves; but we hope, the time will never come 
when the imputation will be true—that their most 
distinguished scholars will ever attempt to accommo- 
date their translations of the Bible to Baptist views.

By this sym- 
pathetic and reciprocal action, not merely sudden im- 
pulses are conveyed, but a permanent and continual 
impression is made, during natural life. While there- 
fore this divinely-arranged union of matter and spirit 
exists, we cannot produce a morbid condition of the 
nervous energies without creating a corresponding 
morbid action in mental force. 
The continued use of alcohol, opium, tobacco, or 
any other stimulant, narcotic or unnatural agent, by 
forcing unnatural action at first, leaves the mind after- 
ward under the prostrating influence of continual re- 
action. No one of these deadly articles has so much 
power within itself in producing this forced action and 
consequent prostration by reaction or by narcotism, 
as tobacco. Is its victim a commander at sea ? un- 
der increasing responsibilities or dangers? he must 
increase this mental stimulus. If he happen to lose 
his plug of tobacco, he is wholly unfitted for his 
charge tillit can be supplied. Is he a mechanic ?

A STORY WITIL A MORAL, 
, THE OLD CRIPPLE 

Wun I was a voung man, working at my trade as 
a mason, I met with a severe injury by falling from a 
scaflolding placed at a height of forty feet from the 
ground. There I remained stunned and bleeding, on 
the rubbish, until my companions, by attempting to 
remove me, restored me to consciousness. I felt as if 
the grouril on which | was lying formed a part of my- 
self; that I could not be lifted from it without being 
torn asunder; and, with the most piercing cries, I en- 
treated my well-meaning assistants to leave me alone 
todie. They desisted for the moment, one running 
for the doctor, another for the litter: others surround- 
ing me with pitying gaze; bat amidst my increasing 
sense of suffering, the conviction began to dawn on 
my mind, that the injuries were not mortal; and so, 
by the time the doctor and the litter arrived, I resign- 
ed myself to their aid, and allowed myself, without 
further objection, to be carried to the hospital. 

There I remained for more than three months, 
gradually recovering from my bodily injuries, but de- 
voured with an impatience at my condition, and the 
slawness atmy core which eflectnally eatandad it T 
felt all the restlessness and anxiety of a laborer sud- 
denly thrown out of an employment difficult enough 
to procure, knowing there were scores of others ready 
to step into my place; that the job was going on; and 
that, ten chances to one, I should never set foot on 
that scaffolding again. The visiting surgeon vainly 
warned me against indulging in passionate regrets— 
inculeated the opposite feeling of gratitude demanded 
by my escape; all in vain. tossed on my fevered 
bed, murmured at the slowness of his remedies, and 
micht have thus rendered them altogether ineffectual, 
had not a sudden change been etlected in my dispo- 
sition by another, at first unwelcome, addition to our 
patients. Efe was placed in the ward with me, and 
insensibly I found my patience rebuked, my reptnings 
hushed for very shame, in the presence of bis meek 
resignation to far greater privations and sufferings. 
fresh courage sprang from his example, and soon, 
thanks to my involuntary physician, | was in a tair 
road to recover. 

And he who had worked the charm, what was he ? 
A poor, helpless old man, utterly deformed by suiler- 
ing —his very name unnoticed, or at least never spok- 
en in the place where he now was; be went only by 
the appellation of No. 12—the number of his bed, 
which was next to my own. This bed had already 
been his refuge during three long illnesses,and had 
at last become a sort of property tor the poor fellow 
in the eves of doctors, students, nurse-tenders, in fact 
the whole hospital stath. Never did a gentler crea- 
ture walk on God's earth; walk—alas! for bim the 
world was but an old memory. Many years before, 
he had totally lost the use of his legs; but, to use his 
own expression, “this misfortune did not upset him ;” 
he still retained the power of earning his own liveli- 
hood, which he derived trom copying deeds tor a law- 
yer, at so much per sheet; and if the legs were no 
longer a support,the hands worked at the stamped 
parchments as diligently asever. Bat some months 
passed by, and then the paralysis attacked his rig 
arm: stil undaunted, he taught himself to write with 
his lett; but hardly had the brave heart and hand 
conquered the dithculty, when the enemy crept on, 
and disabling his second ally, no more remained for 
him than to be conveyed once more, though this time 
as a last resource, to the hospital. There he had the 
gratification to find bis former quarters vacant, and he 
took possession ot his old familiar bed with a satistac- 
tion which seemed to obliterate all regret at being 
obliged to occupy it again. His first graceful accents 
smote almost reproachfully on my ear: “ Misfortune 
must have its turn, but every day has @ to-morrow.” 

It was, indeed, a lesson to witness the gratitude of 
this excellent creature. The hospital, so dreary a so- 
journ to most of its inmates, was a scene of enjoyment 
to him; every thing pleased him, and the poor fel- 
low's admiration of even the most trifling convenrwene- 
es proved how severe must have been his privations. 
Ile never wearied of praising the neatness of the lin- 
en, the whiteness of the bread, the quality of the 
fuod ; and my surprise gave place to the truest pity, 
when | learned that, tor the last twenty years, this 
respectable old man could only afford himself, out of 
the profits of his persevering industry, the coarsest 
ea diversified with white cheese or vegetable por- 
ridge ; and yet, instead of reverting to his privations, 
in the language of complaint, he converted them into 
a fund of gratitade, and made the generosity of the 
nation which had provided such a retreat for the suf- 
fering poor, his continual theme. Nor did his thank- 
ful spirit confine itself to this. To listen to him, you 
would believe him an especial object of divine as well 
as human benevolence-—-all things worked tor his 
good. The doctor used to say that No. 12 hada 
~qnania for happiness ;” but it was a mania that, in 
creating esteem for its vietin, infused fresh courage 
into all that came within its range. 

{ think I still see him, seated on the side of his bed, 

with his little black silk cap, his spectacles, and the 
well-worn volume which be never ceased reading. 
Every morning, the first rays of the sun rested on his 
bed, alwaysto him atresh subject of rejoicing and 
thankfulness to God. ‘To witness his gratitude, one 
might have supposed that the sun was riang for him 
aivnhe. 
I need hardly say, that he / soon interested himself 
in my cure, and regularly made inquiries respecting 
its progress. He always found something cheering to 
sav —something to inspire patience and *, bintselt 
a living commentary ot his words. When I looked at 
this poor, motionless figure, those distorted hiabs, and, 
crowning all, that smiling countenance, I had not the 
courage to be angry, or even to complain. At each 
painful crisis, he would exclaim: * One minute and 
it will be over—reliet will soon follow.

1 bad one good and true friend—a fellow-workman, 
who used sometimes to spare an hour to visit me, and 
he took great delight in cultivating an acquaintance 
with No. 12. Asifattracted by a ki spirit, he 
never passed his bed without pausing to offer his cor- 
dial salutation ; and then he woukl whisper to me :— 
“He is a saint upon earth; and not content with 

ining Paradise himself, aust win it for others also.

Now I must premise that my worthy triend hada 

srfect horror of literature, even in its simplest stages, 
Fe regarded the art of printing as a satanic Inven- 
tien, filling men's brains with adleness and conceit: 
and as to writing—in bis opimon, a MAN Was Hever 
thoroughly committed, until he had recorded his “ns 
timents in black and white for the inspection of his 
neighbors. This own success in hte, which had boon 
tolerable thanks to his industry and mtegrity he 
attributed altogether to his ignerance of those danger : 
ous arts; and ‘now a cloud swept across his lately 
beaming face, as he exclammed : 

“What! the good ereature is a lover of books ? 
Well. we must admit that even the best have their 
failings. No matter. Write down the name of this 
old volume on a slip of paper, amd it shall go hard 
with me, but | give hum that gratification.” 

He did actually retarn the following week witha 
well-worn volume, which he presented in triumph to 
the old invalid. He looked somewhat surprised as he

FORTY YEARS AGO, 

Various things afe said in regard to the state of 
opinion and feeling at the South, on the subject of 
slavery at the present as compared with former times. 
Ry some it is contended that the South was far near- 
er emancipation a generation ago than it is now,— 
that the anti-slavery agitation at the North has thrown 
hack the cause, and induced an irritableness with ref- 
erence to the very mention of the subject, which 
was then unknown, or at least was infrequent and 
uninfluential. We doubt very much the soundness of 
this view as a general conclusion. Our own opinion 
is, that speculations on this subject are not much to 
be relied upon,—that local considerations, commercial 
questions, and specially political influences, are such 
that well-defined and reliable conclusions as to South- 
ern views and tendencies are not easily formed.— 
W hat ts true in one section may be very far from true 
in another, and even observers themselves may look 
from diflerent stand-points upon the same things dif- 
ferently. There can be no doubt that there was a 
measure of positive hostility to slavery in some of the 
Southern States, in former times, which has not mani- 
tested itself of late. The great men of Virginia at 
the time of the Revolution were opposed to slavery, 
and they had worthy successors for a long series of) 
In the vear 1789, the General Committee

Being a private undertak- 
ing, it will lay no restrietion on its graduates, as to 
where they shall teach, subsequently to their course 
of professional study. It will admit persons intending 
to teach private as well as those who wish to teach 
public schools, and is designed for such as are desir- 
ous of becoming competent to give instruction in the 
higher seminaries of learning, as well as for the train- 
ing of those who are preparing for the duties of ele- 
mentary teaching. Asa school of departments, each 
under a separate principal teacher, it affords to its 
students the opportunity of selecting particular 
branches, to be pursued exclusively, at the option of 
individuals, according to their respective wants. It 
thus, at the same time, allows those who need only 
this partial course of preparation, to complete it in a 
shorter period of time than is consistent with the uni- 
form prescribed course of the State normal schools, 
which is justly adapted to persons commencing a full 
and extended course of professional study. 

The Institute will embrace in its arrangements a 
serves of graded model schools, including a primary, a 
grammar, and a high school; each under the care of 
a permanent instructor, teaching under the superin- 
tendence of the heads of departments in the Institute. 
To these schools pupils will be admitted on examina- 
tion, and classified according to their previous attain- 
tients. 

The examinations of the Institute, and the confer- 
ring of Certificates, will be conducted under the su- 
pervision of a Board of Visitors, consisting of the fol-

A NEW HAMPSHIRE PASTORATE, 

Rev. Jonathan French, D. D,, recently completed 
a fifty years’ pastorate at North Hampton, N. TL. At 
the close of half a century's ministry among the same 
people, he preached a sermon embodying mach in- 
formation of local and general interest, which has been 
appropriately published. We have been deeply in- 
terested in the leading details, which our contempo- 
rary of the Congregational Journal, has gathered from 
this sermon, and presuming that our readers will share 
with us in the pleasure inspired by the following, we 
copy itasa highly gratifying and suggestive record, 
Our churches and ministers do well to ponder upon 
the blessings which flow from such a pastoral con- 
nection as the one bere described. Such examples 
need to be placed before those of the present genera- 
tion that, in the matter of permanent religious in- 
struction and influence, they may be incited to seek 
after those “things that are exellent.” We have 
here an example of “the old paths,” which it is sure- 
ly fitting that we should contemplate. 

Four ministers preceded Dr. French in the over- 
syht of his church in North Hampton, dating back to 
1739. Ile “ was ordained in 1801, under the most dis- 
couraging circumstances, the parish being broken into 
factions through political strife, and no sign of spirit 
ual life remaining in the eburch.” 

On one occasion he was threatened with personal 
violence by an anonymous letter, and on another, the 
first time he was requested to open the annual town 
meeting with prayer, a company rushed by him on his 
way to the meeting house, one of whom exclaimed: 
“LT hope you will be shot!” The party opposed to 
him, but not opposed from any personal considera- 
tions, for the purpose of creating trouble formed a 
plan to have the “taxes” for the support of the min- 
istry collected of the oppose rs by “ distraint,” the 
amount im question being $70.

Handing into the pulpit a copy of an extra 
ivsue from the press, he took his seat trembling and 
weeping. The congregation listened most attentively 
toa discourse, uttered with quivering lips, from the 
words of Solomon :—!

The subject was illustrated by allusions to the Henry 
Clay, the Atlantic, and the Reindeer; especially did 
God bring home the subject, in this last providence, 
to the preacher who was now occupying the pulpit, 
and to the people now listening to him. ‘It is no 
time fora human sermonizer to make an application 
of this discourse, for a voice from heaven is about to 
address you in a manner infinitely more impressive.

But, in this 
world, other things seldom are equal; those other 
things may often be very diflicult of adjustment, and 
itis best to exercise a wide charity toward individa-

Pastors and 
brethren, in the churches of Ohio and Indians, we 
can remedy this evil, and thus honor Christ, and will 
we not doit?
